The case of the 
State vs. W. M. Bailey charged 
with assault with intent to com- 
mit murder, had a_ preliminary 
trial. The defendant was bound 
over with $1,500 bail to await the 
éction of the grand jury.” 

“Justice has for a long time 
been delayed, but is at last tri- 
umphant in the case of Maje Ter- 
ry, and he is now back in the jail 
at Elba where preparations for 
his execution were once made, 
and from which he has _ been 
twice removed to await the ac- 
tion of the supreme court in his 
case, Sheriff Lightner brought 
him back from Luverne Wednes- 
day.

CASH IN ADVANCE 
FRESS WERK WILL BE 
OBSERVED OCTOBRE 1-8 


Governor Frank M, Dixon, at 
the request of the Alabama Press 
Association, has proclaimed Oc- 
tober 1-8 as ‘Newspaper Week,” 
asking Alabamians to express ap- 
preciation “for the unselfish and 
patriotic service’ the press has 
rendered “in maintaining all of 
our freedoms,” 

“Let freedom of the press be 
destroyed,” the governor asserted, 
“and others will not long sur- 
vive." The proclamation follows: 

“nglish speaking peoples, 
above all others, have demanded 
the right to be free. That demand 
may have first found expression 
at Runnymede, but, long prior to 
that historical occasion, the surge 


sense-—-had burned in the hearts 
of Englishmen, 

“When our ancestors, who were 
largely of English descent, form- 
ed a new government in America, 
that demand again found prompt 
and strong expression. The very 
first amendment to our constitu- 
tion guarantees that ‘Congress 
shall make no law respecting’ es- 
tablishment of religion, or prohib- 
iting the free exercise therof; or 
abridging the freedom of speech 
or of the press; or the right of 
people peaceably to assemble, and 
to petition the government for a 
redress of grievances,’ 

“The value of these freedoms, 
precious as they are, have never 
been understood, or given proper 
weight until now.

THE FULFILLMENT OF HIS- 
TORY: THE NEW JERUSALEM 


LESSON TEXT—Revelation 21:1-7, 10- 
12, 22-24, 

GOLDEN TEXT—He that overcometh 
shall inherit all things; and I will be 
his God, and he shall be my son.— 
Revelation 21:7, 


A happy ending may not suit the 
fancy of modern writers of fiction, 
but it does suit God. He ‘'who work- 
eth all things after the counsel of his 
own will’? (Eph. 1:11) will see to it 
that redeemed man shall “be to the 
praise of his glory’’ (Eph, 1:12). 
The eternal, omnipotent God will 
bring the history of His dealings 
with mankind to a glorious ending. 
The last book of the Bible comes to 
its last pages where, after dealing 
with the final struggle of man with 
his enemy Satan (which has gone 
on since the entrance of sin into the ! 
world in the Garden of Eden), we 
find the glorious, God-given revela- 
tion of the ‘‘divine, final restoration 
of the universe, a picture of the 
home where we who love the Lord 
Jesus wil] forever dwell,” 

I. “The Tabernacle of God Is with 
Men’’ (vv. 1-7). 

Our God is always with His peo- 
ple, but there is a promise of the 
time who He shall ‘‘pitch His tent’ 
(for thus we might translate the 
word, “‘tabernacle’) in their very 
midst and “be with them” in full 
and unhindered fellowship. This He 
once did for a time when ‘the Word 
was made flesh and dwelt among 
us’ (John 1:14), or literally ‘‘tab- 
ernacled among us.”’ In the day of 
which our lesson speaks He will 
come to live permanently with His 
people. 

The blessings of His divine pres- 
ence are beautifully described in 
verses 4 to 6. There will be no 
more tears, because every occasion 
for them is gone. There will be no 
death, pain or sorrow, for the one 
who sits upon the throne will have 
made everything new. 

Christianity does not evade the 
question of sorrow and suffering, 
but it does point to a glorious day 
when they will be done forever. 
What a precious promise! 

II, ‘The Holy City ... Having the 
Glory of God” (vv. 10-12). 

The description of the holy city 
is differently interpreted, but per- 
haps the best one is that it will be 
in the form of a pyramid on a 
square base 1,500 miles in width 
and length (12,000 furlongs)—v. 16), 
rising in terraces, and 1,500 miles 
high at the top. 

The description of the city is glo- 
rious beyond words (read 21:1 
through 22:7), but the crowning fact 
of all is that it has ‘the glory of 
God.”’ His presence meansmorethan 
all the glories of precious stones and 
of ‘‘pure gold, like unto clear glass.”’ 
He is more than His gifts, and His 
presence is more glorious than all 
His mighty works. 

Ill, God the Almighty and the 
Lamb Are the Temple (vv. 22). ; 

As long as we live under the pres- 
ent conditions of life, we cannot do 
without a place to meet to worship 
God and to receive spiritual help 
and strength—a temple. But when 
the redeemed are gathered in the 
Holy City they will have no need 
for a temple. The place of meeting 
with God ‘‘which now has to be de- 
limited from the world, and set 
apart for God—yes, and held with 
determination and force of will 
against invading hosts—has there 
expanded to cover the whole area 
of human experience and activity. 
God’s presence has no longer to be 
sought; it is known; it is felt, uni- 
versal and all-pervading as the 
light of day’’ (C. Anderson Scott). 


IV. No Need of the Sun—the Glory 
of God Did Light It (vv. 23, 24). 

The great need of man in this 
world is light. He rejoices in the 
sun as it sheds its lifegiving rays 
upon the earth. He does his work 
and finds his healthful recreation in 
the day. When darkness comes, he 
must have illumination, that he may 
read, study, work, or fellowship with 
others, From the flickering pine 
knot man went on to the candle, to 
the lamp; and now in most places 
he floods his city and its homes 
with the light of electricity. But 
even so there is too much darkness 
in the world, and the men who love 
darkness rather than light (see John 
3:19) are able to practice their evil 
deeds. 

In the New Jerusalem all will be 
light, for the One who is light (I 
John 1:5) and the source of all light, 
permits His glory to shine forth 
and “‘lighten it.’’ Jesus, the Lamb, 
who is the light of the world (John 
8:12), is the never failing lamp of 
the city. 

In such light not only the nations 
of the earth, but their kings as well, 
will want to walk, doing honor with 
all their glory to the One who is 
all-glorious. The verses which fol- 
low our lesson tell us that the gates 
of the city shall never be closed, 
but only that which is good and 
honorable shall enter in. Nothing 
sinful, vile, or false shall come with- 
in its blessed portals,

NEW POTATO STANDARDS 
EFFECTIVE OCTOBER 10 


The Department of Agricul- 
ture has announced that revised 
U. S. Standards for potatoes will 
become effective October 10. 

One of the principal changes in 
the revised standards, says the 
Agricultural Marketing Service 
in a reduction in the tolerance 
for undersize from’5 per cent to 
3 per cent for lots of potatoes 
packed to meet a minimum size 
of less than 2% inches in diame- 
ter or 6 ounces in weight. 

The new standards require all 
grades except U. S. No. 2 to be 
free from blight instead of free 
from injury or free from damage 
by this defect. Experience has 
shown that tubers affected with 
this disease at shipping points 
very often break down and decay 
in transit. :

CAREFUL SELECTION 

Need for more careful herd- 
sire selection is emphasized in the 
U, S. Department of Agriculture's 
1941 list of sives proved in dairy 
herd improvement associations, 
The list which will soon be avail- 
uble to Alabama dairy farmers, 
shows that less than half of the 
3,519 sires proved during the year 
ending April 1, 1940, improved 
milk and butterfat production in 
their daughters over their dams. 

In dairy herd improvement as- 
sociation work, a bull is termed a 
“proved” sire when the production 
records of at least five of his se- 
sected daughters have been com- 
pared with the production  ree-

or medium or low productions to 
his daughters, 

The 1941 proved sire list may 
be had by writing the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, Bureau 
of Dairy Industry, Washington, 
SAVE EVERY POSSIBLE KUD- 

ZU SEED FOR NEXT CROP 

Kudzu, the magie vine of Ala- 
bama agriculture, will be matur- 
ing seeds in the near future and 
#ll hands on the farm are urged 
by A. W. Jones, State AAA ad- 
ministrator, to help in saving ev- 
ery seed possible. He points 
out the great need for kudzu on 
every farm in the state, telling 
of its importance from a livestock, 
soil building and erosion resisting 
standpoint, 

With kudzu seed — selling for 
more than one dollar per pound 
and with chances that seed scar- 
city will force prices even higher 
it will pay farmers to gather all 
the seed possible. One pound of 
kudzu seed will give two to six 
thousand plants. Six pounds of 
pods yield one pound of seeds. 

Kudzu growing in the fields, 
along roads, and around the house 
should furnish seed to grow suffi- 
cient plants to cover thousands 
of acres, added Jones,

An easy and inexpensive way 
to build a laying flock of “long- 
winded” hens-——-those that lay 
light through the summer and in- 
to September—-is to set fall-laid 
cegs from old hens, says D, F, 
King, Experiment Station associ- 
ate poultryman, Auburn, Pullets 
hatched from these fall eggs, if 
sired by cockerels from “long- 
winded” families should, inherit 
the same tendency to lay right 
through the summer without 
moulting, 

Alert flock owners who want to 
cull out poor layers and save old 
hens still in good production can 
identify those worthy of saving by 
their old plumage, bright red 
large comb, and soft pliable abdo- 
men, Eggs from these hens, when 
mated with U. 8. R, O. P, or oth- 
er equally good trap-nested ped- 
igreed males, will hateh fall pul- 
lets that will increase egg pro- 
duction of laying flocks next 
spring and summer, says King.
